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HUNDRED MEN CREMATED — 
IN BLAZING MINE TUNNEL 
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ist Disastrous Mining Acci- 
dent in Colorado's History 
Qccurs Near Telluride 
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TWENTY-TWO CORPSES 
TAKEN FROM ThE MINE 


There Were Two Hundred Men at 
Work When the Fire Broke Out, 
but It Is Thought That 
About One-Half of 
Them Escaped. 


Telluride, Colo., November 20.—What is 
likely to prove the most disastrous acci- 
dent that has ever occurred in a me- 
tallic mine in Colorado resulted today 
from a fire, which burned the buildings at 
the mouth of the bullion tunnel, through 
which the Smuggler Union mine is work- 
ed, and which filled the mine with deadly 
gases and smoke. It is impossible to 
give everi an approximate estimate of the 
loss of life, but it {s believed it will reach 
nearly, if not quite, one hundred. Twen- 
ty-two are known to have perished. 

The fire started early this morning from 
a defective flue in the bunk house at the 
mouth of the tunnel. It quickly commu- 
nicated with the other buildings. The 
dense smoke from the burning converter 
house, which was saturated with oil, 
began pouring into the tunnel, which, 
with the shafts of the mine, acted as a 
chimney. ; 

The day shift had just gone on duty 
and before they could be warned of their 
danger the levels and the slopes were 
filed with gas. 

As soon as the men became aware of 
their danger, efforts were made to reach 
the surface through various exits and 
about half of those in the mine escaped. 
It will be impossible to ascertain the num- 
ber still in the mine for several hours 
on account of the gas in some of the 
levels. 

The fire, which is known to have been 
accidental, started early this morning 
in the buildings at the mouth of the tun- 
ne. At this point is located the upper 
terminal of the tramway to the company’s 
new mill at Pandora, and it was the 
bunk house attached that the fire start- 
ed, From this it spread to the terminal 

‘gtation, which, with its ore bins, ma- 
chinery and supplies, is a mass of ruins. 

The day shift of 200 men had entered the 
mine and reached their stations when the 
fire broke out. 

The fire rapidly burned itself out, but 
the mine was so filled with smoke that 
it was hours before rescuing parties 
could penetrate the slopes where the less 
fortunate were. 

Seventeen of the twenty-two bodies 
were found on the seventh level. Be- 
tween seventy-five and ninety men were 
working on the ninth level and this has 
not yet been explored. On acount of the 
gas and smoke, these levels could not be 
entered because of the danger of suffo- 
cation for twelve hours after the flames 
started.

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WENT WHIZZING TO DOOM 


Express Trains Crash Together, Run- 
ning at Full Speed. 


SEVEN INSTANTLY KILLED 


Scventeen on the List of Injured. 
Boiler Explodes and Some 
Are Scalded. 


Los Angeles, Cal., November 20.—A fa- 
tal wreck occurred on the Santa Fe rail- 
road 1 mile west of Francona, Ariz., a 
switcl# station 20 miles east of Needles, 
Cal., early today. Seven trainmen were 
killed, three passengers and fourteen 
trainmen injured. Limited trains, east 


and west bound, crashed together while | 


running at full speed. The east bound 
train was drawn by two engines, while 
the west bound train had but one locomo- 
tive. One of the engines was crushed 
and blown to pieces an explosion 
which followed the collision. Both trains 
were made up of vestibule cars of the 
heaviest kind and while they stood the 
terrific shock well and protected the pas- 
sengers to a great extent, several of the 
cars took fire at once and burned up. The 
dining cars, one on each train, one Pull- 
man and two composite cars were de- 
stroyed. 

The collision is said to have been due 
to a disregard of orders by the crew of 
the west bound train, though full partic- 
ulars on this point are as yet lacking. 
From all accounts, however, it is gather- 
ed that t&e east bound train had orders 
to take the siding at Francona and await 
the passage of the west bound fiyer, 
which was running two hours late and 
trying to make up time. The east bound 
train failed to reach the siding, and as 
the west bound train did not wait for it, 
the two trains came together without 
warning and with an awful crash. The 
boiler of the west bound engine is said 
to have exploded immediately after the 
crash, scalding to death those of the en- 
gine crews who had not been killed out- 
right. 

A scene of awful confusion followed the 
crash. The massive engines piled up in 
an indescribable mass of broken and 
twisted steel, while the scalding steam 
hung in a dense, suffocating cloud over 
the debris, from which the agonizing 
cries of the injured and dying engine- 
men could be heard. The heavy Pull: 
mans and composite cars jammed the 
dining and baggage cars upon the heated 
pile of debris, carrying death to the din- 
ing car crews and setting the cars afire. 

From the meager details of the scene 
gathered from the passengers it is learn- 
ed that the sloping cars, with one or two 
exceptions, suffered slightly, and as a re- 
sult the passengers were afforded com- 
parative immunity from injury. So far 
as learned, only three passengers, all 
from California, suffered injuries of a 
severe character, the terrible results of 
the wreck being confined almost entirely 
to the train crews and the employees of 
the dining car service. 

The west bound limifed carried a full 
passenger list from eastern cities, but it 
appears none were injured. 


COST OF THE CZOLGOSZ TRIAL. 


Bill for All Expenses of the Case 
Amounts to $1,799.50. 

Buffalo, N. Y., November 20.—The ex- 
pense incurred in the trial and conviction 
of Leon F. Czolgosz, the assassin of 
President McKinley, was $1,799.50. Of this 
sum $500 was paid the attorneys who de- 
fended him; $1,000 was paid the alienists 
who examined him; $144 was paid the 
deputies who guarded him; $36 was paid 
for pictures taken, and there is a bill of 
$119.50 for the transporting of Czolgosz 
and his guards to Auburn. This bill, it 
is expected, the state will pay. 


WOMEN TURN TO SMUGGLING. 


Society Leaders of Seattle Are Swin- 
dling the Government. 

Seattle, Wash., November 20.—Promi- 
nent Seattle women, the wives and 
daughters of wealthy business and pro- 
fessional men, according to United States 
secret service detectives, have been con- 
ducting smuggling operations on a large 
scale. Their violations of the law have 
become so frequent that the matter is 
receiving serious consideration from gov- 
ernment officers. It may be necessary to 
undertake proceedings against them. A 
iarge quantity of expensive silks and 
dress goods were smuggled into this city 
from Victoria during the past winer. 


MAKING THE NEGROES FLEE. 


There’s:No Room for Black Home- 
steaders in Oklahoma. 

Guthrie, O. T., November 20.—Notwith- 
standing the announcement of United 
States Attorney Horace Speed that he 
will have the homestead entry of every 
man who makes an attemp@ to eject 
a colored homesteader from his claim 
canceled, complaints of such action 
against colored men are filed daily with 
the United States marshal asking pro- 
tection for negroes who drew claims in 
the recent government land lottery. More 
than one hundred colored homesteaders 
have been run out of the country. 


SCHLEY PAYS HIS OWN BILLS. 


Declines Offer of Public Aid for 
Court Expenses. 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 20.—Fol- 
lowing the report that the court of in- 
quiry would cost Admiral Schley $20,000, 
The Knoxville Sentinel on November 18 
sent the admiral a dispatch asking if he 
would consent to public subscriptions to 
pay the amount. 

Today The Sentinel received a personal 
letter from Admiral Schley, the purport 
of which is that he would not accept the 
offer. He says the report as to the cost 
is a mistake, as the amount is not so 
great. 

He suggests that the matter is too ‘‘del- 
icate to discuss,’’ and trusts that his 
friends will ‘“‘appreciate his positien and 
respect it.”’ 


JURY RENDERS ITS VERDICT. 


Declares Death Came from Weapon 
in Unknown Hands. 
Richmond, Va., November 20.—The ver- 
dict of the coroner’s jury in the case of 
John W. Scott, the young club and society 
man who was found unconscious in the 
doorway of a West End residence one 
night last week and who died without 
regaining consciousness, was rendered to- 
day. The verdict is that the injuries 
were inflicted by a weapon in the hands 
of some person unknown to the jury. 
The affair continues a deep mystery, 


and is exciting the greatest interest.

Ex-Chief of Filipinos Wishes To Visit 
United States. |

TO TALK BEFORE CONGRESS 


He Would Like To Tell American 
Lawmakers the Desires of the 
Filipinos. 


Manila, November 20.—Aguinaldo has 
written General Chaffee, the military gov- 
ernor of the Philippines, asking the lat- 
ter’s permission to go before congress 
and express the desire of the Filipino 
people. Aguinaldo further requests to be 
accompanied by eight friends whom he 
designates, four of whom are prisoners 
at Guam, while others are prominent in 
Manila. 

Sixto Lopez, who has been in the Unit- 
ed States and in Europe in the interest of 
the Filipino insurgents, and who is now 
at Hong Kong, has written to Governor 
Taft, asking to be exempted from taking 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States upon his arrival at Manila, assert- 
ing this action might injure his labors in 
behalf of peace. 


A fund is. being raised by the 
federal party in Manila for the 
purpose of attempting to prevent 
the execution of the Filipino gen- 


eral, Isadoro Torres, who surrendered to 
the American authorities in the early 
part of this year and who was tried on 
charges of having violated the rules of 
warfare and sentenced to death. Several 
congressmen will be asked to exert their 
influence in favor of General H. Torres. 
How Waller Defeated Rebels. 
Major D. W. T. Waller, of the marine 
corps, has cabled Rear Admiral Rodgers 
at Manila, full and detailed account of 
the attack, November 7, by the men of his 
command upon the rebel stronghold at 
Sojoton, near Basey, Island of Samar. 
Three insurgent camps were destroyed, 
forty bamboo cannon were captured and 
much rice and other stores were destroy- 
ed. The rebel stronghold was almost im- 
pregnable. The trails leading to it were 
lined with poisoned spears sticking from 
the ground and were filled with hidden 


pitfalls. Major Waller’s command at- 
tacked the enemy unexpectedly. To do 
this they had to scale a cliff 200 feet 


high; this they chmbed barefooted over 
bamboo ladders. At the top they found 
boulders piled ready to precipitate upon 
an attacking party. Major Waller says 
he was personally not present at the ac- 
tion. He praised Captain David D. Por- 
ter and Captain Hiram I. Bearse for 
their splendid work, and says too much 
praise cannot be given the marines them- 
selves, whose behavior he characterizes 
as brilliant in every respect. The major 
considers the scaling of cliffs 200 feet 
high as a new feature of warfare and 
says such men would be able to do 
anything anywhere. Thirty of the enemy 
were killed. The marines sustained a few 
trifling wounds. 

Rear Admiral Rodgers has replied to 
Major Waller congratulating him on his 
successful work. 

Thirty Rebels Are Killed. 

Washington, November 20.—The follow- 
ing cablegram has been received at the 
war department from the commanding 
officer of the Asiatic station, dated Ca- 
vite, November 20: 

“Waller reports on 17th marines attack- 
ed almost impregnable position Sojoton, 
Samar, destroying three camps, killing 
thirty men, capturing forty bamboo guns, 
rice and stores. He reports no casualties 
and commends Porter, Bearse and other 
officers. RODGERS.” 


PAID FOR CRIME WITH LIFE. 


Fred Kiest Electrocuted for Murder 
of His Sweetheart. 

Auburn, N. Y., November 20.—Fred 
Kiest, the murderer, was put to dea&h 
by electricity in the state prison here 
at 6:37 a. m., today. He met his death 
with fortitude. 

Kiest’s crime. was the murder of his 
sweetheart, Kay Tobin, at Waverley, Ti- 
oga county, April 7, of last year. He 
had separated from his wife and had be- 
come addicted to drink. He was then 
30 years of age, his victim being ten 
years younger. . 

The girl refused to receive his atten- 
tions and she Todged a complaint against 
him as she passed a justice’s of- 
fice. Fomified with several drinks he 
rushed from the hotel as his victim and 
her sister appeared and fired several 
shots at her from a fgevolyer. She fell 
dead. 


BOER COMMANDOS ARE TAKEN. 


At Least That’s the Way Lord Kitch- 
ener Reports It. 

London, November 20.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener dated from Pretoria to- 
day says Lieutenant Colenbrander’s col- 
umn has rounded up Beyers and Baden- 
horst’s Boer commands 30 miles north- 
west of Pretoria. The troops killed three 
men, wounded three and captured fifty- 
four, including two missing. They also 
captured much stock and munitions of 
war. 


ASK TAX ON OLEOMARGARINE. 


National Grange Calls on Congress 
To Take Action. 

Lewiston, Me., November 20.—The Na- 
tional Grange today adopted resolutions 
asking congress to put a tax of 10 cents 
a pound on oleomargarine and aii substi- 
tutes for dairy butter, and in favor of an 
universal peace congress in connection 
with the exposition at Charleston. 

Aaron Jones, of Indiana, was elected 
worthy master; John Trumble, of W4Ash- 
ington, D. C., secretary, and W. K.

TO REAR SHAFT AT SHILOH. 


Pennsylvania Gives $5,000 for Mon- 
ument to 77th Regiment.

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Capture of Colon by Insurgents 
Leads to Action by the 
United States, 
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FORCES OF GOVERNMENT 
SURPRISED BY REBELS 


City Taken by Night. Attack—No 


Severe Fighting Reported. 
United States Resolved To 
Protect Traffic Across 
the asthmus, 


Colon, Colombia. via Galveston, No- 
vember 20.—The liberals made an unex- 
pected attack on Colon at 8 o’clock last 


night. The government was not pre- 
pared and there was Httle. resistance. 
After some fighting in front of the 
cuartel and some skirmishing for an 


hour and a half the Hberals gained pos- 
session of all the public offices and the 
town of Colon. The prefect is a prisoner. 
Over twelve men were Killed and about 
thirty were wounded, 3 

On receipt of the news that General Al- 
ban, the military commander of the 
isthmus, had started to attack the Iib- 
erals at Chorrera, near Panama, the lat- 
ter detached 160 men, under General 
Patino, to attack Colon. This force em- 
barked on board a train bound from 
Panama to Colon yesterday evening at 
Las Cascades station, previously cutting 
off telegraphic communication across the 
isthmus. On arriving at the outskirts 
of Colon, where the government usually 
maintained a small guard, the liberals 
left the train and in the initial skirmish, 
which began soon afterwards, Patino was 
killed. 

Surprise Was Complete. 

The command of the liberals then de- 
volved upon Colonel* Frederico Barrera, 
and they continued their march on Co- 
lon, arriving there a few minutes after 
the train, thus surprising the whole 
town. The government troops at Colon 
were outnumbered by the liberals. 

Fighting immediately began at the 
cuartel (barracks) which was soon taken. 
There Senor Jaen, a judge of the criminal 
court, was killed and Senor Muskus, the 
district representative of the department 
of the interior, was mortally wounded. 

Fighting subsequently occurred at the 
town hall, which. was also taken by 
the liberals. Among the prisoners cap- 
tured by the liberals there were the pre- 
fect and the commandante of police. 

Senor Paredes, the mayor, managed to 
reach the gunhoat Gererél Pinzon, which 
sailed last night for: a destination un- 
known, probably Carthagena. 

The whole affair was over in less than 
three hours. 

Communicatton with Panama was re- 
Stored today. This revealed that no 
fighting had occurred there; that every- 
thing was quiet, and that the city was 
sthl in the hands of the government. 
The issue now depends on the result of 
the fighting which is doubtless now oc- 
curring at Chorrera, news of which is 
anxiously awaited here. 

The liberals are busy raising reinforce- 
ments locally. They are reported to 
cover several hundred men at different 
rallroad stations between here and Pan- 
ama. 

United States Marines Land. 

The United States gunboat Machias 
landed a detachment of marines here 
this morning. They are now guarding 
the railroad station and other property 
of the company. 3 

At a conference between Commander 
McCrea, of the Machias; United States 
Consul Malmers, Colonel Shaler, super- 
intendent of the Panama railroad. and 
Colonel Barrera. the commander of the 
liberals, the latter was informed why 
the marines had been landed from the 
Machias. Barrera promised to guard 
the city with his troops. 

Trains will be crossing the isthmus as 
usual tomorrow. There has been no 
obstruction of free transit so far. 

The news of the capture of Colon, which 
reached Panama when comunication 
with that city was restored this morn- 
ing, was a great surprise to the inhabit- 
ants of that city. 

According to the latest news received 
here from Panama, nothing has yet been 
heard in that city concerning the out- 
come of General Alban’s expedition 
against the liberal forces at Chorrera. 
It is said that information of the recent 
happenings at Colon has been sent to 
him. 

There Is Fear at Panama. 

In the meantime the government troops 
at Panama, numbering about 300 men, 
are busily engaged in the construction 
of earthworks and barricades at the 
railroad bridge going into the city in an- 
ticipation of an early liberal attack. 

Colonel Shaler says that no request has 
ben made upon him for a special train to 
convey government troops to Colon to- 
night. If such a request is made it will 
be granted, but Colonel ®naler does not 
«onsider it likely. The liberals claim to 
have at least 700 men in possession of the 
different railroad stations on the line be- 
tween here and Panama. These men 
would doubtless do their utmost to pre- 
vent the transportation of government 
troops to this point. 

Traffic across the isthmug by the rail- 
road continues uninterrupted. 

Marines from the Machias are guard- 
ing the railroad station and property here 
tonight. 


Previous Isthmian Troubles. 

Since renewal of activities by the Co- 
lombian liberals some five or six months 
ago on the. isthmus, an attack upon 
Panama has been expected at any time. 
After a very stubborn and bloody battle 
in July of last year the liberals almost 
succeeded in capturing the city, and they 
have frequently threatened to renew the 
attempt. 

On Friday, July 20, 1900, the insurgent 
liberal forces, about 1,500 strong, arrived 
at a railroad station but a few miles 
from Panama. The next morning (Sat- 
urday) the government forces moved 
against them. Sharp firing tock place for 
several hours. Then 
forces retired to a new position. At 32 
o'clock Saturday afternog: the fighting 
was resumed... There was sharp artillery 
firing by both sides. The men who were 
wounded during these engagements were 
carried into Panama, where they were 
attended by the ambulance corps of the 
British warship Leander. Fighting be- 
tween the opposing forces continued Mon- 
day. On Tuesday the insurgents at- 
temptea to enter the city. The govern- 
ment forces had entrenched themselves

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VAN SANT AS A CRUSADER 


{Minnesota’s Governor Is Preaching 
War on Railway Combines. 


INVITES FELLOW GOVERNORS 


To Meet and Devise Measures To Pre- 
vent the Consolidation of 
the Railroads. 


Minneapolis, Minn., November 20.—The 
following statement was given out from 
Governor Van Sant’s office today: 

“Owing to the great interest of the 
people of the states west of us, and the 
great desire to see the attempt to con- 
solidate the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific lines successfuliy resist- 
ed, Governor Van Sant has concluded to 
invite the governors of the states having 
anti-consolidation laws similar to those of 
Minnesota to join in an effort to fignt 
the great railway trust.’ 

It is understood that a conference of 
the governors is to be called to discuss 
the method of fighting the Northern Se- 
curities Company propositions in the 
courts and by new legislation if neces- 
sary. 

No Statement by the Trust. 

New York, November 20.—In view of the 
threatened legislative hostility to the 
formation ef the Northern Securities Com- 
pany, a statement made tcday by one 
of the cfficers, that no fermal announce- 
ment of the terms of the stock exchanges 
will be made, has special interest. One 
of the company’s officers, answering a 
question today as to when a forn:al state- 
ment will be made of the terms under 
which the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern shares will be turned over, 
said: 

“I hardly think the public need expect 
any official statement on this point. 
There is no necessity for it. Official an- 
nouncement has been made of the retire- 
ment of the Northern Pacific preferred 
shares at par, because in this stock there 
is a large outstanding public interest. In 
the case of the Great Northern preferred 
and Northern Pacific commen shares, we 
can reach the holders directly without 
any difficulty, and this we are doing. 
For this reason I do not expect that any 
statement which can properly be termed 
official will be made in connection with 
the transfer of these shares to the North- 
ern Securities Company.” 


FOR CARING FOR MRS. FLAGLER 


Dr. Carlos F. McDonald Is Allowed 
$25,000 a Year. 

New York, November 20.—Dr. Charles 
F. McDonald was today awarded $25,000 
& year by Justice Clarke in the supreme 
court for the proper maintenance and 
care Of Mrs. Ida M. Flagler, who has 
for a considerable period been a patient 
in the doctor’s sanitarium. He wag also 
allowed $5,000 for his professional serv- 
ices to Mrs. Flagler. This was done upon 
the recommendation of Dr. 
that Mrs. Flagler should be placed in a 
position in which, in accordance with 
her income and the mannér in which she 
was accustomed to live, she could main- 
tain her own establishment. Mrs. Flag- 
ler was until recently the wife of ‘Henry 
M. Flagler. 

Justice Clarke, upon the application of 
Charles F. Shourdes, Stephen Shourdes 
and Mrs. Mattie A. Johnson, the broth- 
ers and sister of Mrs. Flagler, allowed 
them #%,000 a year to be paid them out 
of her income. 

The reason given for making this al- 
lowance is that Mrs. Flagler was in the 
habit of making valuable presents to her 
brothers and sister, who are not in af- 
fluent circumstances, and that they. to 
whom the estate will revert upon Mrs. 
Flagier’s death, are in need of an allow- 
ance from her estate.

“T was summoned to attend-the child at 
midnight, and remained with her two 
hours, when she had completely recover- 
ed and was frolicking around the room. 
At 3 o'clock I was told over the telephone 
that the child was dead, and I again went 
to the hotel. Mrs. Dale told me that 
shortly after I left thé child's hands and 
feet began to get cold, and that death 
soon followed.”’ 

County Physician Converse, who was 
called in to view the body, declined to 
grant a burial permit, and the child‘s 
body was held at the hotel pending the 
result of the police investigation and the 
arrival of the father from Chicago. Mrs. 
Dale was a Miss Howe, of New York 
city. Her father was a physician, who 
left an estate from which Mrs. Dale re- 
ceived an income of $200 a morfth. 

Mrs. Dale was arrested tonight on a 
charge of murder. Edward Waller, said 
to be a friend of Mrs. Dale, was also 
taken into custody, but not wnder the 
murder charge. 

Mrs. Dale did not show any unusual 
emotion when the detectives placed her 
under arrest until she was told Waller, 
who had just arrived from Philadelphia, 
had been locked up. She then exciaimed: 

“Well, if he’s under arrest, then take 
me, too,’’ 

Police Captain Hayes and Assistant 
Prosecutor Vickers questioned her at 
length, after which it was decided that 
she be kept under police guard at her 
room in her hotel until morning. Waller 
was kept in the lockup, and it is the in- 
tention to arraign the two before the re- 
corder in the morning. 


OLDEST .ENGINEER..aS DEAD. 


‘Captain John Lawson Built First Lo- 
comotive in England. 

St. Louis. November 20.—Captain John 
Lawson, who built the first locomotive 
engine in England and who was the old- 
est engineer in the United States, died 
here today. Captain Lawson was born 
in Manchester, England, August 8, 186. 
When still a boy he was apprenticed to 
George Stephenson, the inventor of the 
locomotive engine, and under his direc- 
tion built the first engine. He served 
as a locomotive engineer on various roads 
in this country for many years, princi- 
pally in the east and south, abandoning 
that line of work to go into the steam- 
boat business. He made a fortune in 
the Cumberland river trade. Captain

The fate of Atlanta's charter amenG- 
ments, so far as they relate to the tax- 
ation of franchises of public utility cor- 
porations, now rests with the special ju- 
diciary committee of the senate, which 
spent more than three hours yesterday 
afternoon hearing arguments for and 
against them. 

The committee adjourned at 6:25 o'clock 
witheut taking any action. Chairman 
Stone said the committee would probably 
meet today some time and pass upon the 
matter. 

A feature of the hearing before the 
commmittee was the announcement of 
Mayor Mims’ veto of the TaHatte substi- 
tute resolution asking the withdrawal of 
certain features of the proposed amend- 
ments to the city’s charter relating to 
the taxation of franchises. Mayor Mims 
himself appeared before the committee 
and read his veto message. 

There were present before the commit- 
tee Mayor Mims, Councitimen Kontz, 
Reed and Hill, H. M. Atkinson, P. 8. 
Arkwright, Assistant City Attorney W. 
P. Hill, C. Jerome Simmons, Cc. R. 
Goetchius, of Columbus, and T. B. Fel- 
der, all of whom made speeches for or 
against the proposed amendments taxing 
franchises, and City Attorney Mayson, 
Morris Brandon, Counctiman Grady and 
others who were interested in the matter. 

Those who spoke for the measure de- 
clared Atlanta was entitied to some 
method by which she could impose a just 
and equitable tax upon the property and 
franchises of corporations. Those who 


cpposed the amendments said they wonld f 


put unfair and unjust burdens upon cor- 


porations and would stop the investment - 
of northern capital In Atlanta and in the 


state. ’ 


It seems the Atlanta charter amend-: 


ments have assumed more than local tm- 


portance since Mr. Goetchius, who repre-. 


gents the Eagle and Phenix mills, camé 
here from Columbus to oppose them on 
the ground that they would be dangerous 
precedents. 

It was rumored after the mecting cf 
the committee that an effort might he 
made to reach a compromise before the 
committee passes on the matter. What 
the nature of the compromise may be is 
not known, but something of this kind 
is looked for. It may be that two of 
the taxation amendments will be thrown 
out and one allowed to stand, or it may 


be that an entirely new amendment aii 


be adopted. 
Kontz Urges Amendmap?a. 
When the committee met Cnutrvwiten 


Stone called attention to the fact that 
speeches on the bills before the commit- 
tee would be limited to fifteen minutes. 
Senator Howell safd there were certain 
features of the bills upon which there 
was no contest, while upon others there 
was a contest, and two sides were rep- 
resented and wished to be heard. 

Councilman Ernest Kontz was first 
heard in favor of the two bills as they 
stood. 

“These measures,” he began, “received 
the unanimous approval of the house ju- 
dicilary committee and were unanimously 
passed by the house when taken up by 
unanimous consent,’””’ Mr. Kontz said. 

Mr. Kontz called attention to the action 
of council on Tuesday night, when by a 
vote of 12 to 7 it decided to ask post- 
ponement of action by the senate com- 
mittee on the sections of the bills pro- 
viding for taxation of franchises. 

“The mayor has since vetoed that aé- 
tion of council,”” Mr. Kontz said, “and I 
have a copy of that veto In my pocket. 
So I still say that I come before you by 
the unanimous direction of the city coun- 
cil, which has not been altered ofr 
changed. 

“We believe we should be permitted,”’ 
Mr. Kontz said, “as other cities are, to 
charge a fair tax for the privilege of 
using the streets of the city, for which 
valuable privilege these companies do not 
pay one cent.” 

Mr. Kontz denied that Atlanta would 
abuse the privilege of taxing these com- 
panies. Atlanta is a business community, 
he said, and her affairs will always be 
conducted in a business-like manner. 

Mr. Kontz cited the case of Richmond, 
Va., which imposes a tax similar to that 
which Atlanta desires to impose. The 
city, he said, did not desire to interfere 
with any progress or anybody's prosper- 
ity, but it did desire to be permitted to 
impose a fair and just tax on these corpo- 
rations in the interest of the progress 
and prosperity of the city. 


Hill Opposes Them.

An Interesting Colloquy. 

Assistant City Attorney W. P. Hill sald 
he did not expect when he came up here 
to have to reply to a masked battery, 
but he would have to gay a few words in 
reply to his friend from Columbus. 

“This feature of the bill to amend At- 
lanta’s charter {s taken from the charter 
of the city of Savannah,”’ Mr. Hill said. 
“We are not establishing a precedent. 
If the gentleman from Columbus is so 
much against a precedent why didn’t he 
fight the matter when it came up in 
Savannah? Why didn’t he fight it when 
the Savannah case came up to the su- 
preme court?” 

Mr. Goetchius wanted to know if his 
argument as to precedents did not still 
hold good. 

“Why don’t you wait until your kettle 
of fish comes home before you try to 
claim it?* Mr. Hill asked Mr. Goetchius. 

Mr. Hill said it hardly became a Co- 
lumbus man to get into the fight until 
his city had.«taken some step in the 
matter. He quoted editorials from The 
Journal, The News and The Constitution 
favoring the adoption of the amendments 
to the city charter giving Atlanta the 
right to tax these franchises. 

“These amendments were well adver- 
tised and everybody knew that council 
had asked for them,.”” gaid Mr. Hill. 
“There never was a word of protest un- 
til a week ago last Monday against 
these amendments, when all of a sudden 
it was discovered they were pernicious. 
If they were bad, why did it take from 
August 6 until a week ago last Monday 
ie who were interested to find it 
out?’ 

There was no reason to presume that 
Atlanta would abuse the power granted, 
he said. It would unquestionably be used 
for building up the city and increasing 
its growth. 

H. M. Atkinson’s Views. 

H. M. Atkinson made the next speech 
against the bill. He gsatd he had not 
read the bill before the legislature until 
ten days ago. He was familiar, he said, 
with the Garrett-Pierce resolution, but 
that it was mild and temperate as com- 
pared to the bill which it was here pro- 
posed to enact into law. 

“There has been no consolidation of 
these street railway properties here, and 
there can be none without the consent of 
the city of Atlanta,” he saic “The mat- 
ter has been under consideration for some 
time, and there is no doubt that the coa- 
solidation of these properties would be 
for the best interests of the city. It will 
result in much capital being placed here 
and the vast improvement of the service 
in every way.”’ 

Mr. Atkinson said the passage of such 
a4 measure would prevent the consolida- 
tion of these properties, and the invest- 
ment of this large amount of capital. 

Mr. Ifoweil said an adjournment of 
council had been taken until the 29th, at 
which it was expected to hear from the 
Street railwnys as te what they proposed 
to do for the city. He asked Mr. At- 
kinson to address himself to the com- 
mittee on that Hne. 

Mr. Atkinson said that was just what 
he intended to explain. He said he would 
go before council with the whole of the 
properties represented and ask just what 
the city wanted. His companies were 
now paying $55,000 city, state and county 
taxes, he said, which was 5 per cent of 
the gross receipts. He spoke of the $50,000 
one of his companies had paid out for the 
Whitehall street viaduct. And yet, he 
said, they wanted to make further inroads 
on their gross receipts. 

There was a pointed colloquy between 
Mr. Atkinson and Mayor Mims as to 
whether the mayor had read the bill be- 
fore he gave it his approval. Mayor 
Mims denied he had ever stated he had 
not read the bill before he signed it. 
The mayor was quite emphatic in his 
statements. Chairman Stone said these 
personalities were out of order and were 
not pertinent to the merits of the bill. 

Mr. Atkinson spoke of the timidity of 
capital and said there was nothing that 
would keep it away from this state so 
much as the passage of just such legis- 
lation as this. 

“One of these compantes,’’ he sald, ‘4s 
in an exceedingly precarious financial 
condition. Neither of these street rail- 
way companies has this year, after pay- 
ing all legitimate expenses -made enough 
money’ to pay the interest on what they 
owe. 

“On account of their belief in the future 
of this city these northern gentlemen are 
ready to invest $1,250,000 here if Atlanta 
will consent to the consolidation of these 
companies. This will do Atlanta more 
good than any money they can exact from 
aes companies by such legislation as 

g."* 

Mr. Atkinson said he had brought mil- 
lions of capital to this city and section, 
and he knew that the passage of such 
legislation as this would choke it off and 
drive it out. 


Other Speeches Made. 


President C, J. Simmons, of the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, said he had in.- 
vested the accumulations of a lifetime 
in a street railway and hg thought it was 
pretty near time he was getting some 
return out of it. He said the people of 
the city did not want this legislation, 
and that there were petitions signed by 
2,000 Atlantans filed with council, king 
that body to withdraw these objection- 
able amendments. 

Arkwright, representing the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, made a 
brief argument showing to what extent 
the city could go in taxing corporation 
property if the bill should pass. There 
were three features in the bill, he said. 
One is a franchise tax, another is an un- 
limited occupation tax and a third is the 
5 per cent on gross receipts. Some of the 
cities referred to may have one of these 
features, but none of them have all, he 
declared. The city is just on the eve of 
having a committee appointed, he said, 
to revise the entire city charter. Why 
put a burdensome amendment on a char- 
ter that is so soon to be entirely remod- 
eled and perhaps materially changed? 
he asked in conclusion. 

T, B. Felder said he represented certain 
corporations whose interests would be 
effected by this bill. One of these corpo- 
rations, he said, was the Standard Tele- 
phone Company. He said the committee 
had already decided that a measure seek- 
ing to put a general tax on franchises 
was unconstitutional, and he would not 
go into a general argument on that line.

SUNDAY DRAMS 
NOT FOR THEM 


Sensational Deliverance by 
W. C. T, U. in Regard to 
New York Situation. 


THEY ATTACK MOVEMENT 
TO OPEN SALOONS SUNDAY 


Low and His Supporters Are Urged 
To Exforce the Sunday Closing 
Law — Membership of the 
Union Has Largely 
Increased. 


Fort Worth, Tex., November 20.—The 
twenty-eighth national convention of the 
Ww. C. T. U. ended its regular session 
this afternoon with the adoption of a 
sensational deliverance on the attitude of 
the reform forces in New York city in 
respect to the partial open saloon on Sun- 
aay. The deliverance came in the fol- 
lowing resolution, offered by Mrs. Boole, 
of New York: 

“The victory of the fusion ticket In 
New York city, which resulted in the 
overthrow of Tammany, has caused gen- 
eral rejoicing. The victory was gained 
by the united efforts of good people, but 
we learn, with regret, that some of the 
leaders are advocating opening saloons 
on Sunday. 

‘We, the National Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, representing the 
motherhood of the nation, and vitally 
interested in the welfare of the homes 
of this country, desire to enter our pro- 
test against Sunday opening, or any at- 
tempt to give the liquor traffic longer 
hours or greater privileges. We earnest- 
ly urge the law-abiding and moral citl- 
zens of New York state to stand for a 
strict enforcement of the Sunday closing 
law and the abolition of the Raines ho- 
tel law.”’ 

Mrs. Boole supported the resolution in 
an impassioned speech. 

The proceedings opened this morning 
with reports of organizers, notably those 
from the Pacific coast states, South Da- 
kota, Idaho and Texas. 

A large increase in membership was 
shown from these localities. 

Organizers, lecturers and evangelists 
for the coming year were appointed, as 
follows: 

Organizers—Miss Louise E. Hollister, of 
Maine: Mrs. Cora E. Setbury, of New 
York; Miss Eliza E. Gordon, of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Lecturers—Mrs. Ruth Shaffner, of Penn- 
sylvania, and Miss Wells, of Tennessee. 

Evangelist—Rev. Frances E. Townsley, 
of Michigan. 

Miss Anna M. Shaw was appointed na- 
tional superintendent for temperance lit- 
erature, and Mrs. Murrow for work 
among the Indians. 

A message was authorized to be sent 
to Lady Henry Somerset and one to Rev. 
Mr. Tinling, of London, expressing the 
‘‘nerfect joy’’ sent here in the person of 
his daughter. 

A feature of the morning exercise was 
the consecration of two young infants 
tc the cause of total abstinence. Prayer 
was offered, ‘‘Precious Jewels’’ was sung 
and President Stevens tied a white rib- 
bon to the babies’ dresses. ” 

The closing hour of the Loyal Temper- 
ance Legion was marked by a decision 
that the legion should make a decided 
cnslaught on all manner of gambling, 
particular reference being made to slot 
machines in use at county and state fairs 
and in cities. 

At the afternoon session the bylaws 
were amended, providing that “‘Y” branch 
genera] secretaries be elected by ballot 
annually. 

Some. friction was reported between 
state officers and organizers and lec- 
turers, growing out of an attempt to 
make the indorsement of the former 
necessary before the latter could appeal 
for funds. It developed that lecturers 
and organizers often interfered with the 
policy of state officers. A limitation was 
made by a decisive vote. 

The convention presented a picture of 
Miss Frances E. Willard to the free pub- 
lic library of Fort Worth. 

An official statement was made that the 
total membership of the W. C. T. U. is 
about 300,000; paid membership is 160,000; 
number of delegates at this convention 
293; largest local union is at Portland, 
Me., with 265 members. 

All unfinished business was referred to 
the past executive session, and after the 
benediction the convention adjourned 
Sine dle. 

Tonight a great platform meeting was 
held at the First Baptist church, Mrs.

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NO BOUNTIES FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


Statement Regarding Matter by Aud- 


itor of Treasury. 

Washington, November 20.—(Special.)— 
Statements have recently been made in a 
number of papers saying that a bounty 
was due to many Spanish-American war 
volunteers. Senator McLaurin has re- 
ceived a2 number of letters asking about 
the same. The following letter from the 
auditor of the treasury department, in 
reply to an inquiry, will show no founda- 
tion for such a report: 

“A special dispatch was published in 
several of the leading daily papers on or 
about September 29, 1901, in regard to an 
alleged discovery of some old laws by a 
Brooklyn lawyer granting $84 state and 
$192 federal bounties to soldiers for serv- 
ices in the recent Spanish-American war, 
stating that it would cost the state about 
$2,000,000 and the federal government 
about $5,000,000. It was also alleged that 
some thousands of cases were before At- 
torney General Knox at Washington for 
his decision, and that the matter is ex- 
pected to be settled in about ten days. 

This dispatch is very vague, and, so 
far as the United States is concerned, 
is incorrect and misleading. No such 
cases are before the attorney s*ueral of 
the United States for his action or de- 
cision, 

urthermore, no law has ever been 
i@*sed by congress granting any bounties 
Whatever to any soldiers for service in 
the late Spanish-American war of 1898 
and 1899. Certain laws were passed giv- 
ing extra pay to such soldiers in certain 
cases, In lieu & a fifiough or leave of 
absence. But in neariy all of such cases 
the soldiers who were entitled to such 
pay have been paid it. 

: It is only necessary to say in conclu- 
Sion that there is no foundation what- 
ever for any such statements as set 
forth in said dispatch, so far as the 
United States is concerned, and it is 
hoped that those interested in this mat- 
ter will not be induced to make useless 
inquiries or to file worthless claims on 
account of such misrepresentation.”’ 


GIVING WHITE RATS LOCKJAW.

Doctors Are Using Vaccine Virus on 
the Rodents. 

New York, November 20.—Ex periments 
in white rats, designed to gather informa- 
tion bearing upon the recent fatalities 
from lockjaw at Camden, are in progress 
at Cooper’s hospital. Doctors Alexander, 
Scanion Roos and 8. Edward Fretz are 
endeavoring to lefrn if the vaccine virus 
is the medium of communicating tetanus 
—— In explaining their work, they 
said; 

“On the “evening of the 17th we visited 
fifteen drug stores and purchased speci- 
mens of lymph from each. Twenty-one 
white rats were obtained because 
of their marked susceptibility to 
the virus tetanus. On the morn- 
ing of the 18th the rats were 
inoculated. The animals were each iso- 
lated in separate cages and especially 
prepared for the purpose in order to pre- 
vent contamination. The box was label- 
ed with the name of the druggist who 
sold the specimen, the producer and the 
time at which the inoculation was per- 
formed, After each inoculation instru- 
ments and the hands of the experiment- 
ers were again thoroughly sterilized and 
all appardtus made antiseptic. The anf- 
mals were fed at regular intervals, vis- 
ited every three or four hours and watch- 
ed for symptoms. 

“Records will be made and the results 
will be given to the board of health.’’

Hospitals Fuil of Dead. 


The insurgents again and again charg- 
ed up the narrow road leading up to this 
bridge, exposed to a terrific fire from the 
troops of the government. The fighting 
up to this time had resulted in killin 
about 300 men, the hospital was fille 
with the wounded and dying, all business 
in Panama was suspended, food was 
growing scarce there and steamers were 
unable to load their cargoes. The fight- 
ing continued all that (Tuesday) night, 
and the next morning an armistice was 
declared in order that the d@ad might be 
buried and the wounded cared for. Two 
insurgent generals and several govern- 
ment officers were slain during the des- 
perate fighting. The armistce was ¢x- 
tended until noon of Thursday. Owing to 
a misunderstanding, however, the in- 
surgents renewed their attacks weon the 
suburbs of the city on Wednesday night, 
and the fighting lasted eleven hours. 
During this fight the casualties on both 
sides were extremely heavy. The next 
morning the tide of battle was turned 
against the insurgents by the arrival of 
an express train from Colon of 800 fresh 
troops to reinforce the government, and 
on the afternoon of the same day a 
treaty of peace between the government 
and the revolutionists was signed. Gen- 
eral Alban, then acting governor of Pan- 
ama, and today at the head of the Chor- 
rera expedition, commanded the govern- 
ment troops upon the’ occasion of this 
attack.

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TRIED FOR LIFE, 
WOMAN IS GAY 


‘Mrs. Bonine Laughs at an 
Answer Made by Negro 
Summoned as Juror. 


MANY NEGROES CALLED 
BUT NOT ONE CHOSEN 


After Many Hours Jury Was Se- 
cured — Taking of Testimony 
Will Begin Some Time Today. 
Talesmen Opposed To 
Executing Woman. 


Washington, November 2.—At 4 few 
minutes past 8 o'clock today the jury 
which is to try Mrs. Ida Bonine on the 
charge of murdering James Seymour 
Ayers, Jr., the young census clerk, was 
completed, and the court then adjourned 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow, when a pre- 
sentation of the case on behalf of the 
government will be made by the district 
attorney. 

The entire time of the court today was 
given up to the completion of the jury 
and it was after 2 o'clock before a single 
additonal acceptable juror had been se 
cured. All told, thirty-nine talesmen were 
presented during the day and out of this 
number only three were accepted, nine 
of those left in fhe jury box yesterday 
being retained. The proceedings con- 
sisted of a dreary round of questions in- 
tended to develop the mental attitude 
of the would-be jurors on the questions of 
capital punishment, circumstantid] evt- 
dence and prejudice for or against the 
defendant. ‘As on yesterday, a number 
of coloréd men were called, but all of 
them were excused, either for cause or 
upon the peremptory challenge of Mrs. 
Bonine’s lawyers. One of these created 
a ripple of laughter in the court room 
by stating, in reply to questions, that 
notwithstanding Washington was his 
place of residence, he had been allowed 
to vote in Maryland in the presidential 
election of last fall, being temporarily 
employed in that state. Mrs. Bonine join- 
ed quietly in the manifestation of amuse- 
ment. When the juror was permitted to 
take his seat her counsel challenged him 
and he was excused. 

During the day Judge Anderson direct- 
ed that the names of two of the men 
called to jury duty be taken permanent- 
ly from the jury box, because, he said, 
the men evidently were unfit for jury 
duty. One of these was a white man, 
who said that he had reached a conclu- 
sion as to the merits of the case, and the 
other a negro who appeared very igno- 
rant on all questions. Quite a number of 
the men called expressed themselves op- 
posed to capital punishment. Probably 
a half dozen stated that they were op- 
posed to the execution of a woman. The 
defense used only eleven arbitrary chal- 
lenges, leaving nine of the number al- 
lotted to them unused.

Washington, November 20.—At the fore- 
goon session of the national reciprocity 
convention oday A. B. Valentine, of Ben- 
ington, Vt, president of the National 
Association of Knit Goods Manufactur- 
ers, offered the following, representing, 
the views of that association: 

“Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
convention the treaty known as_ the 
French reciprocity convention should not 
be ratified.’ 

The resolution was referred to a com- 
mittee. 

James F. Tavior, a Cincinnati tanner, 
was the first speaker of the day. He pro- 
tested strongly against the ultra-protec- 
tionists. He said that the existing evils 
might not be entirely ameliorated by 
either tariff revision or reciprocity trade 
conventions with other nations, but each 
remedy might work to the advantage of 
the American {ndividual operator if each 
were confined to its proper channels. 

Titus S. Heard, of Little Falls, N. Y., 
declared that “reciprocity never did and 
never will help this country and the in- 
terests demanding it, and _ especially 
through the French reciprocity conven- 
tion.” 

He sald the French reciprocity conven- 
tion operated actively to reduce the duties 
of knit goods 2 to 10 per cent below the 
duties imposed by the Wilson Dill. 

Owen Osborne, of Philadelphia, drew 
a hopeless picture of the American knit 
goods industry in the absence of tariff 
protection. 

William C. Barker, of New .York, repre- 
senting the National Association of Agri- 
cultural Implements officers, advocated 
reciprocity. He said that unless reciproc- 
{ty were applied as a safety valve a tariff 
explosion would follow that would create 
general ruin. 

The session adjourned at noon, when 
the officers of the convention and a com- 
mitee of ten proceeded to the white house 
and called on President Roosevelt. 

The session of the reciprocity conven- 
tion tonight was devoted mainly to the 
question of reciprocal trade _ relations 
with Canada. Several papers were read, 
after which some routine business was 
disp@ed of and the convention finally 
adjourned. 

The views of the Boston chamber of 
commerce on the subject of reciprocity 
with Canada were presented in a paper 
by George H. Coppings. There was, he 
said, from the conclusion that Canada 
should be included in any general scheme 
for reciprocal treaties, no logical escape. 
Our interests were more nearly touched 
by the future of that country than by 
the future of the South American states. 

Hon. John H. Chariton, a member of 
the Canadian parliament, spoke earnestly 
in favor of some reasonable concessions 
in trade relations to meet the liberal 
treatment accorded the United States by 
Canada. Canada, he sald. could not per- 
mit existing conditions to continue.

That this convention recommends to 
congress the maintenance of the prin- 
ciple of protection for the home market, 
and to open up by reciprocity opportun!- 
ties for increased foreign trade by spe- 
cClal modification of *the tariff in special 
cases, but only where it can be done 
without injury to any of our home in- 
terests of manufacturing, commerce or 
farming. 

That in order to ascertain the influence 
of any proposed treaty on our home in- 
terests, this convention recommends to 
congress the establishment of a reciproc- 
ity commission, which shall be charged 
with the duty of investigating the condi- 
tion of any industry and reporting the 
same to the executive and to congress for 
guidance in negotiating reciprocal trade 
agreements. 

That this convention recommends to 
and requests of congress that a new de- 
partment be created to be called “the 
department of commerce and industries,’’ 
the head of which shall be a member of 
the president's cabinet. 

That a reciprocity commission be cre- 
ated as a bureau of this new department.

An Unconfirmed Report to 
That Effect Is Published 
in Vienna, 


SERIOUS CRISIS IS SAID 
TO EXIST AT BELGRADE 


One Story Is That the Rumor of 
Death of Queen Was Caused by 
an Hysterical Scene with 
King Alexander. 


Vienna, November 20.—An unconfirmed 
report has reached Vienna that Queen 
Draga has been shot at in the streets of 
Belgrade. 

The Neufrie Press and other Vienna 
papers publish vartous rumors, declaring 
that the Servian queen was assassinated, 
another that she was wounded, and a 
third that she committed suicide. Re- 
ports from other sources deny the state- 
ment that Queen Draga was killed and 
assert that the rumor of her death was 
caused by an hysterical scene with King 
Alexander, 

There is no rellable information on the 
subject here, but it is generally belleved 
that a serious crisis exists in Belgrade. 

Paris, November 21.—According to a 
dispatch from Vienna to The Echo de 
Paris, an attempt has been made to as- 
sassinate the queen of Servia, three shots 
having been fired at her while she was 
driving near Semlin. 

A dispatch to the same paper from 
Belgrade gives a rumor that the queen 
attempted suicide at Semlin. 


STIRRED BY HAY’S SPEECH. 


His New York Address Arouses Dis- 
cussion in London. 

London, November 21.—The speech of 
Secretary Hay Tuesday at the annual 
banquet of the New York chamber of 
commerce has aroused keen discussion in 
the London papers. ‘‘No foreigners need 
take exception,’’ says The Standard, ‘‘to 
Mr. Hay’'s vindication of the policy of the 
United States. In England, at any rate, 
his definition of hig country’s ideals will 
be received with cordial and unmixed 
satisfaction.’”’ 

With regard to the Monroe doctrine, 
The Standard says: . 

‘“‘We can see no indication that Mr. Hay 
will revive the Olney controversy, which 
has been wisely allowed to drop, or that 
he will ignore the fact that the British 
empire is itself a great American power. 
With the other side of the Monroe doc- 
trine we can be in cordial agreement.’’ 

The Daily Chronicle, which attaches 
importance to the “indication in the 
Speech that Mr. McKinley’s idea of reci- 
procity has taken a step further toward 
realization and that the ax has been laid 
to the root of protection,”’ says: 

“The chief interest now les in discover- 
ing with what nations reciprocity treaties 
are to be concluded.” 

The Daily Chronicle thinks Mr. Hay’'s 
phrases about President Roosevelt being 
tneapable of bullying a strong power 
and the like are ‘‘peculiar,’’ byt it accepts 
them as pacific assurances. As to taking 
no part in groups or commissions, The 
Daily Chronicle says: 

“Problems of foreign policy cannot be 
solved by reassertions of Monroeism. For 
better or .worse the United..States have 
entered the old world as a factor to be 
reckoned with, and they will not be able 
to avoid their share of the old world’s 
dirty work.’’ 

The Daily News thinks that in his ref- 
erence to bullying a strong power, Mr. 
Hay must have in mind Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s speeches regarding Germany.

Captain Theo P. Kane, of the marine 
corps, testified that Colonel Meade had 
been intoxicated. He had seen him take 
two drinks at his quarters in the presence 
of Major Laucheimer and another officer. 
The witness said that while the colonel 
was under the influence of liquor during 
the afternoon drill his mind was clear 
and he performed all the duties required 
of him. 

Lieutenant O. H. Pask testified that he 
took part in the battalion drill on June 
18 and said that he believed the accused 
officer was fully competent to perform his 
duties as commanding officer. Lieutenant 
John C. Beaumont, of the marine bar- 
racks, Washington, said the actions and 
manner of Colonel Meade on June 18 
led him to believe that the colonel was 
under the influence of MHquor, but he 
ascribed the poorness of the drill not 
only to the condition of the commanding 
officer, but also to the fact that the men 
were tired after a lengthy inspection. 

Lieutenant R. W. Dikeman, of the ma- 
rine barracks, Portsmouth, N. H., said 
that ‘judging from his manner, Colonel 
Meade was slightly under the influence of 
liquor. 

Lieutenant E. T. Fryer testified that 
Colonel Meade showed by his voice and 
manner that he was inebriated on the af- 
ternoon in question.

WANTS NO INCREASE IN TAX. 


Board of Trade Takes Action on 
Pending Measure. 

Columbus, Ga., November 20.—(Special) 
The Columbus board of trade this after- 
nocn adopted resolutions memorializing 
their representatives in the legislature to 
avoid taking any action toward increas- 
ing the taxation of fire insurance compa- 
nies that would likely result in advanced 
insurance rates in Georgia.

THE NEW CONSTITUTION WINS. 


cial Majority 26,879 Votes. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 20.—The 
vote cast in the election held November 
11 for ratification or rejection of the new 
constitution of Alabama was canvassed 
today by the state canvassing board, and 
Governor Jelks will tomorrow issue a 
proclamation announcing the result. The 
constitution was ratified by a majority of 
26,879 votes. 

The new instrument will go into effect 
within ten days after the date of the 
proclamation. Official returns show that 
190,347 votes were polled. Of this number 
108,613 were cast for ratification and 81,- 
734 against ratification. 

Chairman Underwood's estimate of 238,- 
000 majority for the new constitution was 
almost exactly verified by the official 
count made by the state canvassing 
board today. 

The count was witnessed by a number 
of prominent democrats, including Mr, 
Underwood, Hon. John H. Bankhead and 
State Senator Jones Moore.

He was turned over to the posse and 
started for Oxford, but it is understood 
at a late hour tonight that he will not 
be brought to this eity until tomorrow, 
the officers fearing mob violence.

Bonfires 
were built and many threats of summary 
vengeance against the alleged murderer 
were heard on all sides. 

Addresses were made by the local offi- 
eers and cool-headed business men, and 
at ll o’clock tonight the excitement had 
gubsifed and it is believed that the 
threatened lynching has been averted. 

The local officers announce that they 
will protect the prisoner at all hazards.

MISSISSIPPI. 


Newton, November 20.—(Special.)—The 
Newton Rifles. a new military organiza- 
tion, was mustered into the service of 
the national guard, of Mississippi here 
today by Adjutant General Henry with 
John W. Hard as captain.

Jackson, November  20.—(Special.)—A 
plan has been mapped out to secure a 
rural free delivery route to encompass 
the city of Jackson. covering a distance 
of about 20 miles and to include not only 
the rural districts but the suburbs out- 
side the city limits proper, and yet prop- 
erly belonging to Jackson.

NORTH CAROLINA. 


Raleigh, November 20.—(Special.)—The 
Eastern hospital, for insane negroes, at 
Goldsboro, is entirely full and applicants 
for jadmission will have to wait unless 
the bestelature provides more room. There 
are now 450 patients. Insanity among 
the negroes is increasing steadily. 

There will be quite sweeping changes 
in the schedule of the Seaboard Air Line, 
beginning next Sunday. It is proposed 
to make the time between New York and 
Raleigh thirteen hours, which means 40 
miles an hour. 

Governor Aycock has pardoned Walter 
Daniel, who in 1898 was convicted of lar- 
ceny in Durham county and given a 
twelve months’ sentence on the public 
roads.

TO INCREASE FREIGHT RATE. 


New Tariff Promises To Meet with 
Disapproval. 

Jackson, Miss., November 20.—(Special.) 
Railroads in Mississippi having lines to 
the grain centers of the west and north 
are on the verge of a spirited controversy 
with wholesale merchants and jobbers on 
the subject of freight rates. Official no- 
tice is given that new rates will go into 
effect on December 9, and these rates 
will show a considerable increase oyer 
those now itn effect. The Jackson rate 
on grain, for instance, will be increased 
from 16 to 18 cents per hundred on ship- 
ments from St. Louis, this rate including 
all articles in class D, such as corn, oats, 
meal, flour, hay. etc. 

Objections are urged not so strongly 
against the increase of rate as the belief 
that the new schedules will be in the 
nature of comparative basis tables, small 
towns being. placed on practically the 
same footing as the distributing points 
and jobbing centers. This experiment 
was tried by the Mobile and Ohio and 
Illinois Central roads about eight months 
ago and caused a storm of protest to be 
raised, finally resulting in the railroads 
rescinding the plan and adopting the old 
rates. The wholesale merchants and job- 
bers claim that a comparative basis tar- 
iff will utterly destroy their business 

The Vicksburg wholesale merchants 
have petiticned the railroad commission 
to compel tne issuance of rates that will 
enable the wholesalers of that place to 
sell to jobbing centers, such as Jackson, 
Yazoo City, Greenville, Meridian. etc. 
They claim that the local rates to these 
local points from Vicksburg are much 
higher than the rates from Memphis to 
the same points, regardless of the dis- 
parity of distance,

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Simultaneous Telegrams. 

Professor Menadier, principal of the 
kolytechnic School of Paris, has re 
cently communicated to the Academy 
of Science an important discovery in 
telegraphic communication. 

By using what he calls undulating 
currents, Professor Menadier has dis- 
covered that a large number of simul- 
taneous telegrams can be transmitted 
on a single wire. 

The system wags put to a practical 
test between Paris and Bordeaux with 
successful results. Twelve operators 
for several hours sent simultaneous 
messages over the wire and in addi- 
tion numerous private telegrams were 
transmitted by the ordinary continu- 
ous currents, without the knowledge 
cf the operators. 

Similar experiments have shown 
that at one time on the same wire as 
many as twenty-five simultaneous Cur- 
rents may cross one another without 
confusion. Some idea of the immenso 
value of this discovery may be real 
ized when it is stated that it enables 
twelve operators to exchange 1,300 tel- 
egrams of 20 words each, or an aggre- 
gate of 26,000 words in one hour. 

When put into general effect this 
new system will prove of great eco- 
nomic value, saving both time and 
money to those who are interested in 
the sending of telegrams. 
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Plans are on foot for the erection in 
London of the largest office building in 
the world. It is to cost $10,000,000, It is 
proposed to erect it on a site three acres 
in extent in the Strand, owned by the 
city and to be leased for nine hundred 
and ninety-nine years. It will have 750 
feet front, be seven stories high, and 
contain 6.000 rooms. Americans are in- 
terested in the enterprise.

Patchwork Financial System. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

A unique system of finance! A few 
years ago the government sold its 4 per 
cent bonds at 104% to get gold into the 
country and the treasury. 

Today it is buyiing back the same bonds 
at 140 to drive gold out of the country— 
for that ‘*s the practical effect. of paying 
the money out of the treasury in pay- 
ment fcr the bonds at this time. 

Seven millions of the precious metal 
went out of this port on one steamer re- 
cently, making twelve millions exported in 
less than a week. ‘The movement at this 
seniaon is anomalous. But for the in- 
terference of the treasury natural laws 
would operate automatically to check the 
efflux. 

In other words, interest rates would ad- 
vance to figures which would make it 
teore profitable to leave the goid hers 
than to take it abroad. “Easy” money-— 
a low rate of interest—is wanted for effect 
in Wall street, and it is assumed that 
the treasury disbursements will secure 
this. But money goes where it is most 
needed, and the establishment here of a 
rate lower than prevails abroad results in 
money being transferred to Europe as 
fast as it iz paid out of the treasury.

All other students who lived in the same 
house, and those who were in the room with 
him before the disease was pronounced scarlet 
fever, have been sent home or kept in strict 
quarantine. The body of the young man was 
thoroughly disinfected by a licensed embelmer 
and was privately buried In a metallic case. 
The house of Professor Reed, where the young 
man died, has been thoroughly fumigated by 
the most approved scientitce method, and afi 
clothing, etc., veed during the ilinces have 
been burned.

Measure Will Go to Governor When 
the House Has Acted on the 
Senate Amendments—Changes 

Made in the Bill by 
: the Senate. 
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py a vote of 24 to 14 the senate yester- 
day passed the Wright dispensary bill, 
and when the senate amendments have 
peen acted on by the house, the measure 
will go to the governor for his signature. 
The senate met at 10 o’clock and took 
up the dispensary bill as the special or- 
ger. After a debate lasting more than 
three hours, during which several impor- 
tant amendments were proposed and 
adopted, the measure was passed by the 
yote stated. 

The fact that the dispensary measure 
was coming up and that a warm debate 
was expected attracted a crowd to the 
senate gallery. There were present Prin- 
cipal W. M. Slaton, of the Boys’ High 
school, with all the members of the third 
grade, and they listened intently to the 
geeches that were made. On the floor 
of the senate were gathered many who 
were interested In the fate of the measure. 
Forty or fifty members of the house stood 
in the rear of the senate chamber, and 
among them was Hon. Seaborn Wright, 
of Floyd, author of the measure, who iIn- 
tently watched the progress of the de- 
bate. 

A striking feature of the debate was 
the fact that both those who had stood 
for prohibition and anti-prohibition in 
former fights were in favor of the meas- 
ure. Those who opposed it were either 
anti-prohibitionists or strong local option- 
ists, and they opposed it for varied and 


different reasons. 

The bill, which is published in full in 
today’s Constitution, Is an extension of 
the present local option measure, which 
gives any county in the state the right 
to vote on the question of establishing a 
dispensary, as well as on the question 


of prohibition. 

Among the important senate amend- 
ments adopted was one providing that 
an election might be called on a petition 
of one-third of the qualified voters of 
a county instead of one-fifth, as in the 
house bill, and one-tenth as in the pres- 
ent local option law. Other amendments 
provided that the measure shall not af- 
fect any dispensary already established 

’ by act of the legislature, and in towns of 
500 or more inhabitants, the .dispensary 
commissioners may establish as many 
dispensaries as may be necessary for the 
public convenience. 

The Debate Began. 

As soon as the bill, as passed by the 
house and the amendments proposed by 
the senators, had been read, the debate 
was begun. 

“Iam opposed to agreeing to the report 
of the committee, with or without the 


amendments,”’ said Senator W. H. Cobb, 
of the thirty-first. 

As Senator Cobb began his speech sev- 
eral amendments were offered and when 
they had been read, Senator Cobb yielded 
the floor to Senator Holder, chairman of 
the committee on temperance. 

Senator Holder spoke first on the 
amendments offered by the committee. 
The present local option law provides for 
& petition by one-tenth of the qualified 
voters of a county before the ordinary 
ean call an election. The house changed 
the number to one-fifth, whereas the sen- 
ate committee had seen fit to make it 
one-third. This, he declared, would fully 
protect the dry counties, and yet give the 
other side fair and ample opportunity to 
have the question tested. 

Mr. Holder spoke of the wisdom of us- 
ing the list of voters at the last general 
election instead of the tax books of the 
last general election. He@thought it prop- 
er that the division of the profits be 
made monthly instead of daily, and 
urged the adoption of 411 the committee 
amendments. 

| Chappell Opposed It. 
cy Senator Chappell, of the twenty-fourth, 
made the first speech against the bill: . 

“I shall discuss it from the standpoint 
of an anti-prohibitionist, or rather from 
that of a local optionist under the present 
law,” he said. 

“From a man’s stand on this measure 
you cannot tell whether he is wet or 
dry; all party affiliations are dispelled 
When it comes to the bill now before the 
Senate. I think I did more than any one 
else toward the defeat of this bill when 
I objected to a hasty consideration of it, 
and moved its postponement until today.

Chappell said, “and they have taken 
my side of the question.”’ 

Senator Chappell declared that the bill 
en One that was approved by the liquor 
Mterests; they want to see the measure 
paseo.

“Do I understand the senator from the 
thirty-ninth, who worked for prohibition 
in the house, to say now that prohibition 
is impracticable?” asked Senator Ellis. 

“I suppose the gentleman understands 
the English language,” Senator Bell an- 
swered. “I did say most emphatically 
that prohibition by legal enactment is 
impracticable and that the sentiment for 
it is fanatical. Does the gentleman if® 
derstand that?’ 

“I not only understand it, but I ap- 
gars every word of it,’’ said Senator El- 

. 

“I believe this bill 1s the best bill 
on this subject that has ever been pre- 
sented,” Senator Bell continued. “It is 
& measure that will harmonize opposing 
interests, and a measure which I will be 
glad to vote for and work for with all 
my power. 

I am opposed to this bill generally 
and on general principles,” said Senator 
Boynton, of the ninth. “It is not, in my 
opinion, a solution of this question. It 
will not solve the problem.”’ 

Senator Boynton mentioned a NMst of 
many towns from 200 to 700 inhabitants, 
which, he said, would be cut out of any 
ee that might be had under the 
act. 

“Why discriminate?’ he asked. “A 
town of 700 here may have a dispensary, 
While a town of 60 in a neighboring 
county is deprived of,the benefits of the 
act. The latter town would get al) the 
effect of the drinking of liquor, but none 
of the advantages from the income from 
the sale,’’ 

Senator Boynton said he was not in 
favor of the measure generally, but if 
his amendment were adopted he would 
vote for it. 


Cobb in Opposition. 

Senator Cobb, of the thirty-first, said 
he opposed the bill from the standpoint 
of a prohibitionist. He lived in the 
northern part of the state, in one of the 
rural districts, he said, and it was in 
these rural] districts that he objected to 
the sale of liquor, The sale of lHquor 
did not affect the morals of the cities, he 
said, as much as it did the rural districts, 
for in the latter there were many who 
would loaf around and keep soaked with 
liquor all the time. 

“This bill, as reported by the temper- 
ance committee, is nothing but an open 
bid for the opening of Nquor houses al! 
over the state; and the result wil] be a 
great increase of drunkenness, vice and 
crime.” 

Senator Cobb said that all he desired 
was to keep open HNquor houses out of 
these country districts. He said he 
would not vote for a dispensary in his 
county if he knew his people wanted it; 
he would stand on the moral side of the 


|} question. 


Senator Holder asked Senator Cobb if 
he would vote for a bill to stop the sale 
of Hquor altogether in Georgia. Senator 
Cobb said he expected to vote at all times 
for what he considered the best interests 
of his state and his people, but he did not 
directly answer the question. 

“A man can get just as drunk on dis- 
pensary Nquor as he can on bar room 
whisky,’”’ Senator Cobb declared. ‘You 
may talk about the evils of the jug? 
trade, but they are not a circumstance 
to the open liquor house. It's the open 
liquor house we do not want, and we 
hope you senators will not open the way 
for it by passing thig bill.’’ 


-« Senator Cobb predicted that a carnival 


of vice and crime would follow the pas- 
Sage of this measure. 

Senator Cobb had declared well enough 
should be let alone. 

“Does the senator mean that the situa- 
tion should be left as it is today?” asked 
Senator Wilcox. 

“Georgia has progressed more than anv 
other state in the union under the pres- 
ent local option laws,’’ Senator Cobb de- 
clared. When pressed for his attitude, 
he said there was no use in going into 
that discussion. The bill, he admitted, 
was a local option measure, but local 
option with an invitation to take whisky 
attached to it. 

Smith, of Gwinnett. 

Senator W. T. Smith, of the thirty- 
fourth, wanted it understood that in 
whatever he might say against the bill 
there would be no reflection intended on 
any member of the senate. 

“I had never expected to Iive long 
enough,” he said, “to see my friends 
from Savannah, Macon and Augusta sup- 
porting a so-called prohibition measure.’’ 

Since the passage of the local option 
law in 188, he said, 119 counties had 
voted out liquor. Christian men and 
women had prayed to get rid of the 
liquor curse, and a measure which would 
put it back on some of the dry coun- 
lies ought not to be passed. 

Senator Smith said he was there to de- 
fend the local option law. “Of all the 
irauds I have ever seen, this measure is 
the worst,’’ he said. 
asserted, 
“and you touch a flame in Georgia such 
as has not been seen since the civil war. 
When you put liquor into the hands of 
a monopoly, as this bill proposes to do, 
then you will hear something drop.”’ 

Senator Smith declared that never a 
drop of democratic ink had been used 
in writing that ‘bill. 

“Up to twenty years ago,” he said, 
“South Carolina was the banner state of 
the south in culture, in education. How 
is it today? There have been more men 
killed in the effort to uphold the dispen- 
sary law than there have been in up- 
holding all the other laws in the country. 

“In South Carolina it’s a state law; and 
this bill puts the dispensary under coun- 
ty control. But it’s the same thing; a 
a y is a dispensary wherever you

It’s the funniest compromise I’ve ever 
seen. To my mind there is something po- 
litical behind it. It’s the strangest prop- 
osition to settle any question I have ever 
heard of.

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STRANGER entering Atlanta by 
A way of its notorious depot gains an 
impression of the city that is any- 
thing but pleasant and,the moment he 
alights he wonders how a town with such 
a station has gained a worldwide repu- 
tation as progressive and enterprising cen- 
ter. 

When he has washed the dust and cin- 
ders from his eyes, escaped from the 
death-trap and reached a point where his 
vision is not obscured by smoke, he finds 
that there is something here besides the 
depot—that, as a matter of fact, there is 
nothing in Atlanta worse than the dingy 
depot. On all sides he sees skyscraping 
buildings of the most modern kinds and 
notes improvements that are far in ad- 
vance of any city in the south. Nestled 
in the heart of progress and industry is 
a car shed not fit for a city half Atlanta’s 
size and importance. Seeing this, the 
stranger can but marvel at a situation 
that passes all understanding. 

He knows from his own experience in 
the shed that it does not really answer its 
purpose, because when he came into the

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city he alighted in a dirty railroad yard. 


When he alighted he thought the shed 
was the ruins of some structure and that 
he was forced to alight in this place be- 
cause hose were stretched across the 
track. But he saw no evidence of fire en- 
gines, and, on inquiry, he learned, to his 
amazement, that the gloomy object was 
Atlanta’s unlon passenger station. 

The cut presented here is from a draw- 
ing by a young Atlanta artist and shows 
the stranger’s first view of Atlanta as 
he enters the city from the east. Buried 
in the smoke and dust or mud, is the 
dingy depot, while rising beyond it In 
striking contrast, as steel viaducts, office 
buildings of the very latest pattern and 
and all the evidences of a great and 
growing city. 

The situation at the depot yesterday 
was not improved. People struggled across 
muddy streets to reach trains on out- 
side tracks and passengers on incoming 
trains were dumped down in the railroad 
yards. The new floor will be put down, 
but people arriving in the city will not 
enjoy its benefits, since they will 2§ght 
on the outside of the shed, and to avoid 
danger, will give the place a wide berth 


when seeking carriages and street cars,

cating there one of the most unjust and 
fanatical measures ever attempted to be 
foisted upon the public. He then called 
attention to the ‘‘confession of the sen- 
ator of the thirty-ninth, who had de- 
clared prohibition was impracticable and 
a failure, 

Representing Bibb, Pike and Monroe 
counties, he asked that this question, 
this police, question, be left to each com- 
munity to settle for itself. 

“I am in favor of this bill,’ said Sena- 
tor Ellis. “It is a local option measure, 
and gives the people of each community 
the right to say what shall be their law. 
I want to see the senate amendments 
adopted, but I say I shall vote for it, 
even if the amendments are lost.’’ 

Senator McAfee, of the thirty-second, 
made a brief speech in favor of the Dill. 
It Was a question, he said, which would 
be submitted to the people, and the peo- 
ple ought to have the right to say wheth- 
er or not they wanted dispersaries. 

Senator Baker, of the forty-secon®, 
said he was in favor of the bill. He de- 
clared the measure was even more dem- 
ocratic, if that were possible, than was 
the local option law. There could be 
nothing undemocratic in submitting this 
question to the people. If this measure 
were passed it would do away with many 
a blind tiger. 

“Why not give the people this solution 
of the problem that they ask for,” he 
said, “and stop the expense of this 
wrangling here year after year?” 

Senator Cann’s View. 

“Tt is true,” said Senator Cann, of the 
first, ‘‘as the senator from the thirty- 
fourth remarked, that I came from a 
county that has open bar rooms. But I 
also represent two prohibition counties, 
and I know that all three of these coun- 
ties would like to see this measure 
passed. 

“Tt is a mistake that this bill was in- 
troduced in the interest of the liquor 
men, as the senator from the twenty- 
fourth has said. It was introduced as a 
measure to bring about harmony, and if 
passed I believe it will accomplish that 
result. 

‘This bill is local option carried to its 
last analysis. It gives the people the 
option between bar rooms, dispensaries 
and prohibition. 

‘‘There are about 116 dry counties in the 
state, I believe. Are the ardent prohibi- 
tionists afraid to submit the question to 
their people? It lodédks as if they were. 
If a majority of the people want a dis- 
pensary, then I say they are not repre- 
senting the interests of their county; they 
are not representing their people.’’ 

A discussion followed as to the quality 
of liquor sold under various circum- 
stances. Senator Cobb asked Senator 
Cann to explain the difference between 
good and bad whisky. 

‘T live in a wet county,” Senator Cann 
replied, “and I’m sorry I cannot answer 
the gentleman’s question, because I have 
never drunk any bad.” 

He said he advocated this measure as 
the proper solution of the question, and 
as representing ome wet and two dry 
counties. 

Senator Seaton Grantland, of the twen- 
ty-sixth, offered an amendment provid- 
ing that the dispensaries should not be 
closed on “such other days as the com- 
missioners may direct.”” He called atten- 
tion to the rather unusual situation pre- 
sented by the senator from the twenty-

Senator Smiley, of the, second, said he 
indorsed the bill upon the basis of the 
conditions in his district. He represents 
one wet county and two dry ones. 

Senator Tatum, of the forty-fourth, said 
he had fought the largest public distil- 
lery in the state of Georgia. He briefly 
explained his vote. 

Senator Ellis rose to a question of per- 
sonal privilege, to protest, he said, against 
certain prohibitionists lobbying against 
the dispensary bill on the floor of the 
senate. 

Holder in: Conclusion. 

Senator Holder, of the thirty-third, con- 
cluded the debate. He declared that it 
was not a step backward from prohibi- 
tion. He felt that it was a move forward 
on account of the decision of the su- 
preme court, which declares that dis- 
_pensaries can be established by the legis- 
lature in towns and cities in dryjcounties. 
This situation, he said, puts the matter 
in the hands of one man, the representa- 
tive elected by that county. The bill, he 
said, did not contain all he wanted, but 
it was a measure that would go far to- 
ward settling the question. Many of the 
dry counties now have blind tigers. They 
have all the evils of liquor selling, but 
none of the revenue. He said he would 
far preferto see a dispensary in a county 
than to see bar rooms reestablishéd. This 
bill may solve the liquor problem, he 
said, and there are reasons why it should 
be pasged. 

He declared he did: not believe there 
was a single member of the senate who 
could be influenced to vote in any way 
except as his conscience dictates, 


The Vote in Detail. 


The yeas and nays were then called for 
on the favorable report of the committee. 
This report was adopted by a vote of % 
to 13. 

The yea-and-nay vote was also taken 
on the passage of the bill, the result 
being 26 to 14 In its favor. The additional 
vote in favor of the bill was cast by Sen- 
ator Boynton, who said he voted against 
-, pave ae report a ve the passage 
oO e or reasons 0 
he did not state. —

TELLS OF HIS EMPLOYER 


N. G. Conybear, western manager for 
Sir Thomas Lipton, was at the Kimball 
yesterday. Mr. Conybear makes his head- 
quarters in Chicago, and came to Atlan- 
ta on business connected with the big 


tea concern. 
When seen by a representative of The 
Constitution, Mr. Conybear said: ‘*The 
American end of Sir Thomas’ business 
is conducted by a stock company under 
the name of “The Thomas J. Lipton 


Company.”’ 

“The greater part of our tea is grown 
on our private plantations in Ceylon and 
India. Lipton (limited), owns and oper- 
ates twelve of the largest tea estates 
in Ceylon. The tea from these estates 
differs from the Chinese and Japanese 
teas in that it is handled and packed en- 
tirely by machinery, only the picking 
being the work of human fingers. This 
gives the Ceylon teas a great advantage 
in point of cleanliness—and they are also 
purer because not colored or treated in 
any way. From Ceylon and India the 
m.is shipped to London in iron boxes. At 
ponden it is received in a bonded ware 
house and is there taken out and packed 
in tin cans of various sizes for the re- 
tail trade. Upon being released from 
bond the teas are immediately shipped 
to America. : 

“An idea of the magnitude of Sir Thom- 
as’ tea business may be gained when one 
remembers that with a tax on tea of 
sixpence &@ pound, he gives every week 
to the government a check for taxes 
oe to more than £75,000, or $3875,- 


“He also sells in this country Scotch 
and Irish whiskies; and he sends here 
from his London house fruit jams and 
marmaiades of an extra fine quality. The 
fruit is raised in his gardens in Kent. It 
is probable, however, that before long 


the improvements in American canned 
goods, together with the duties, will make 
it impossible for us to compete with the 
American article.’’ 

An Interesting Personality. 

Mr. Conybear told some interesting 
things about the personality of the 
knightly yachtsman who is so well and 
favorably known on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

“I have been in Sir Thomas’ employ 
for many years,’’ said he, ‘‘and, of course, 
I see him whenever he comes to America, 
The most prominent trait of his character 
—or, at least, the one which strikes the 
casual observer most forcibly—is his ab- 
solute originality. His manner of speak- 
ing, his very tone of voice, is original. 
His walk is original. His gestures are 
his own. He is a genial, magnetic man; 
and, unlike most wealthy and prominent 
people, does not mind talking to newspa- 
per reporters. 

“He is a great beliver in advertising. 
It is told of him that once when he 
was on a ship in the Mediterranean a 
storm came up, and it was decided that 
the cargo must all be thrown overboard. 

“*T say,’ satd Sir Thomas to the purser, 
‘I say, have you got a marking brush, 
and a—bottle of paint?’ 

“The purser didn’t know what in the 
world he wanted with brush and paint; 
but he got him the desired articles. 

Without losing aemomett, the million- 
aire yacht owner began putting the word 
‘Lipton’ on every box and cask before 
it was thrown overboard. He worked 
with Ughtning-like rapidity, and at last 
succeeded in labeling the whole cargo. 
For weeks thereafter the shores of the 
Mediterranean were strewn with boxes 
and barrels bearing the name of Lip- 
ton.’’ 

Mr. Conybear stated that in all groba- 
bility Sir Thomas would be present at 
the yacht races in Chicago next year.

Five supernumeraries and a new teach- 
er are needed by the public schools of 
Atlanta. Examinations will be held on 
the 29th of this month at 12 noon, and 
on the 30th at 4 p. m, for the benefit 
of applicants for these vacancies. 

This announcement is made in accord- 
ance with a statement furnished The 
Constitution yesterday afternoon by Su- 
perintendent W. F. Slaton. It will be 
read with interest, not only by those 
who contemplate applying for the posi- 
tions, but by the general public as well.

It was adopted by the 
fourth quarterly conference of Merritts 
Avenue church for the year just closing, 
and represents the unanimous action of 
that body. 

The question of greatest interest there 
now is, ‘“‘Who will be the new pastor?’’ 
Rev. R. F. Eakes may be returned to 
the pastorate to complete the work he 
has so well begun, or he may be sent to 
a new field to meet the needs of some 
new church problem being presented in 
the territory covered by the conference.

COMMITTEE TO 
VISIT HOME 


Management of the Soldiers 
Home To Be In- 
vestigated. 


HOGAN, OF LINCOLN, 
INTRODUCES RESOLUTION 


Lively Debates Are Heard in the 
House Over the Granting of 
Pensions—Knight, of Ber- 
rien, Wants Special At- 
torneyship Abolished. 


The most important matter brought to 
the attention of the house yesterday was 
the resolution by Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, 
providing that a committee, composed of 
three members from the house and two 
from the senate, be appointed to investi- 
gate the Soldiers’ home and report to 
the general assembly during the present 


session. 
The resolution, which was adopted and, 


upon motion of its author, was immedi- 
ately transmitted to the senate, is as 


follows: 

Resolved, by the house of representatives of 
Georgia, the senate concurring, That @ com- 
mittee of three from the house and two from 
the senate, be appointed to Investigate the con- 
duct and management of the Soldiers’ home 
and report to the general assembly during the 
present session. , 

Explaining the object of the resolution 


Mr. Hogan said to a reporter of The 


Constitution: 

“The legislature appoints committees 
to inspect and report conditions obtain- 
ing in all the state institutions, and I 
think it only proper that the Soldiers’ 
home should be visited by such a com- 
mittee. I understand that it takes about 
$160 a year to keep each veteran at the 
home, while before the home was opened 
the state paid only $60 to veterans as 
pensions. I am of the opinion that a vet- 
eran to enter the home should be requir- 
ed to submit the same kind of evidence 
as he has to file in order to get-a pen- 
sion. It may happen that a man who is 
not entitled to a pension can get into 
the home. I have heard it said that 
some of the men now at the home go to 
the city to do a day’s work and return 
to the home in the evening. I think these 
rumors should at least be investigated.”’ 


Wants Office Abolished. 
Mr. Knight, of Berrien, wants the 
office of special attorney for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad abolished. He in- 


troduced a resolution in the house yester- 
day morning providing that this be done, 
and the paper has been referred to the 
general judiciary committee, The author 
of the resolution gays there is no longer 
any need of a special attorney to look 
after the state’s interests. 

Mr. Knight's resolution is as follows: 

Whereas, it appearing that the services of the 
special attorney for the Western and Atlantic 
railroad are no longer necessary and essential 
to protect the interests of the state of Geor- 
gia; therefore be it 

Resolved, by the house of representatives of 
the state of Georgia, the senate concurring, 
That the said office of special attorney for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad be and the same 
is hereby abolished. 

May Help Aged Negro. 

The state may pension an old negro 
who entered the war as the body guard 
of a confederate officer, Colonel W. W. 
White, of the Seventh Georgia regiment, 


and served as a soldier in all the battles 
from Manassas to Appomattox. A joint 
resolution was introduced in the house 
yesterday by Mr. Anderson, of Cobb, pro- 
viding that Si McGennis, colored, of Cobb 
county, be paid a pension of $60 a year 
during the remainder of his life. The 
paper was referred to the committee on 
pensions. 

The resolution providing for the pay- 
ment of the pension to T. C. Willlams, of 
Jackson county, to his daughter, Mrs. 
Mattie Bigham, occasioned much discus- 
sion. The resolution was finally passed, 
Speaker Little asking that he be recorded 
as voting for it. 

The resolution by Mr. Little, of Musco- 
gee, providing for the payment of a pen- 
sion to W. T. Smith, of Muscogee county, 
was passed, as was the bill by Mr. Daugh- 
try, of Wilkinson, providing for the in- 
corporation of the town of Allentown, 
which is located on the line dividing 
Laurens and Wilkinson counties. 

Resolutions Recommitted. 

A resolution by Messrs. Fort and Lut- 
trell, of Harris, authorizing the pension 
commissioner to pay $60 as a pension to 
W. A. Mullin was referred to the pen- 
sion committee. 

The resolution by Messrs. Darden and 
Allen, of Monroe, to authorize the gov- 
ernor to draw a warrant on the state 
treasurer so as to pay $100 to George 
English as reward for capturing Bud 
Phinazee, who was indicted by the grand 
jury of Monroe county charged with as- 
sault with intent to murder, was referred 
to the committee on corporations. 

Phinazee, it seems, was allowed to 
plead guilty to a misdemeanor, and as 
the reward had been offered with the 
understanding that he had committed a 
felony, the reward had been held up. 
Others who were also indicted with Phin- 
azee had been sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. 

At -.the request of Mr SBurnett, of 
Clarke, his bill to limit power oS the 
general assembly to impose a rate of 
taxation in excess of five-tenths of 1 
per cent, except to repel invasion, sup- 
press insurrection or defend the state in 
time of war. was recommitted to the 
committee on constitutional amendments. 

The bill by Mr. Deal, of Bullock. to 
make it a misdemeanor for any one to 
buy or sell or offer to buy or sell votes 
during elections was recommitted to the 
privileges and election committee. The 
bill by Mr. Brock, of Dade, to fix the

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TO INCREASE PAY OF JUDGES. 


House Committee Makes Favorable 
Report on Bill by Mr. Sla- 
ton, of Fulton. 

At a meeting held yesterday afternoon 
the general judiciary committee of the 
house determined upon a favorable report 
on the bill of Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, which 
provides that the superior court judges 
of Georgia shall be paid an annual sal- 
ary of $2,500. They now receive $2,000. 

Several members of the committee were 
in favor of amending the bill so as to fix 
the judges’ salaries it 335.40 per annum, 
and it may be that some such amend- 
ment will be proposed in the house when 
the bill comes up for passage. The com- 
mittee yvuted unanimous'y to make a fa- 
vorable report on the measure. 

The bill by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, which 
seeks. to increase the taxation of insur- 
ance companies in Georgia from 1% per 
cent to 2% per cent, was sent to a sub- 
committee for consideration and report 

The committee also made a favorable 
report on the bill by Mr. Hitch, of Chat- 
ham. which is, in effect, a proviso that 
railroads which may estabdlish the derail- 
ing and interlocking syztem shall not be 
required to make full stops before cross- 
ing the tracks of other railroads. The 
measure also requires the roads to main- 
tain signal houses at these crossings to be 
in charge of regular operatives whose 
duty it will be to prevent accidents. 

The present law requies all trains to 
come to a full stop & feet from sucn 
crossings, and the Hitch measure pro- 
vides that the trains, before reaching 
these crossings, must slow up and be 
under control so as to be stopped at a 
moment's notice.
